When the convention reassembled both sides 
were nervous, and the interest of the crowd 
was intense. On the eighth ballot Glasscock 
went solid for Reese amid great cheering. 
Wilkes followed suiton the ninth ballot, giv- 
ing Reese seventy-four or just half the entire 
vote. His friends then telt secure against 
any possible combination, and it was evident 
that the opposition could net long resist the 
rising Reese enthusiasm. Hines and Pottle’s 
votes were cast for each in turn, and both re- 
ceived some votes from Blaztk. On the twelfth 
ballot Ed O’Brien, of Warren, cast three 
elevenths of one vote for Reese, giving him a 
majority. Wild scenes followed, and for 
several minutes the convention was in a 
storm. When «quiet was restored several 
delegates from Warren leaped up and pro- 
tested against the counting of O'Brien's vote. 
claiming that he had been instructed to vote 
for Pottle. The chair decided that each dele- 
gate eould vote for himself: This raised the 
cheers again. After consultation, the War- 
ren delegation announced that O’Brien had 
consented to go back to Pottle, and another 
confusion came. Thirteenth ballot was or- 
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dered, and when it conciuded Greene gave up |

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| A NEW CABINET. 


| The Ketirement of Nowe, Brewster, Teller, Folger, 
’ and Frelinghuysen Foreshado wed. 

New York, August 31.—A Washington 
special to the Sun says there are substantial 
reasons for saying that there will be an early 
recasting of the cabinet. It will be from no 
disagreement between it ang the executive, 
nor from internal dissensions, but solely to 
insure greater etliciency in the service and to 
strengthen the administration before the 
country. The need of the latter has for some 
time been felt. In this respect the cabinet is 
notastrongone. It hus beer the cause of 
inany complaints from General Arthur’s most 
faithful supporters. From the start it was 
felt that the cabinet had too many grandfath- 
ere in it—tovo little fresh blood and sinew. 

Mr. Howe, while accepting the post-ottice 
department, wanted only the post of attorney 
general. This was given to Mr. Brewster 
solely because of his connection with the star 
roate suits. But Mr. Howe's transfer to that

| The advancement of Mr. Hatton to the

The favor shown 
to the secretary as a candidate for governor of 
New York has been stimulated by this consid- 
eration. Judge Folger himself has been and 
is still favorably disposed, in the belief that 
his election as governor would prove a step- 
| ping stone to the presidency: whereas, Presi- 
dent Arthur’s idea of a change at the present 
time is that it weuld prosper him in that di- 
rection. The ‘question of a change in the

An Absurd Argument Befere the Commission Met by 
Judge Underwoed. 
CLEVELAND, August 31.—The tariff commis-

Sultan Pashaand the late governor of Zaya- 
zig with rumors that the rebels are desirous 
to negotiate. It says great importance is at- 
tached at Ismailia to the visit of the two. It 
should be remarked e¢that as they 
are sent by the  khedive, it seems 
impossible they can promise anything on be- 
half of the followers of Arabi Pasha. A des- 
patch to the daily Chronicle from Port Said, 
dated 7:45 a. m., to-day, says: Arabi 
Pasha has _ asked for eight days’ 
armistice. General Wolseley refused 
but offered an armistice for one day. Noth- 
ing, however, will be done for several days 
unless Arabi again ferces our hands. The 
Pall Mall Gazette this evening says no con- 
firmation of the report concerning the nego- 
tiations between Arabi Pasha and General 
Wolseley have been received byfthe porte, and 
they are believed to be unfounded. 
A dispatch to the Daily News from 
Constantinople says that evidence abounds 
that the Turkish population is favorab'e to 
Arabi Pasha. The Vakei announces that a 
great victory was won by Arabi Pasha. The 
Djeride states that the British have 
lost 4,000 in ‘the fight at Ramieh. 
Othgr lying reports are industriously 
circulated, Said Pasha, minister of foreign 
affairs, has requested Lord Dufferin to grant 
till to-morrow forthe reply of the porte to 
the proposal of Great Britain. The British 
demand that the porte adhere to the final 
draft of tne convention. — 

A dispatch from Ismailia in the second 
edition says: The railway as ‘far as Kassin 
will be open to-morrow. The mutilations by 
the Egyptians of the British who tell into 
their hands at the battle of Kassassin have 
caused indignation in the army. A recen- 
noisance in the direction of Fort Ghineleh,

| thatthe Egyptian garrison has been withdrawn 
thence to Telel Kebir. Sir Hugh Childers, 
secretary for war, has telegraphed to General 
Wolseley, speaking highly of his conduct of 
the campaign in Egypt, the ability of his 
generals and the gailantry of his officers and 
men.

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PIRATES ON THE GULF. 


Arrest of Pirates on the Mosquite Coast—An Ameri- 
ean Schooner Caught. 

New York, August 31.—Upon the arrival 
ot the British steamship Mallard irom Belize, 
Hlonduras, yesterday, information was sent to 
William Jex & Co., ship-owners, of depreda- 
tions having been committed wupom the 
American schooner Transit, owned by that 
firm, by Spanish outlaws. The schooper 
Transit is one of a fleet of vessels of about 
thirty-five tons each, trading between Cérn 
island and Cape Gracios, Nicaragua, and other 
places on the Mosquito coast. There is said 
to be a large number of Spanish outlaws who 
hover about the Mosquito coast for the pur- 
pose of committing depredations upon 
trading vessels, and ultimately hoping to ob- 
tain control of Nicaragua. On the morning 
of July 28, while lying off Cape Gracios, 
which is on the boundary between Honduras 
and Nicaragua, six of these outlaws came olf 
from shore in a canoe, and well armed, and 
commanded Captain Thompson and the 
three members of his crew to surrender the 
vessel, : 
Captain Thompson assented without hesita- 
tion, but suggested that, as the outlaws were 
not navigators, he would with his crew join 
them ina privateeriug cruise. The suggestion 
was received with such gratification that the 
outlaws accepted an invitation to join the 
captain in the cabin ever a social glass. The 
captain became liberal with his wine, and soon 
the Spaniards were in their happiest mood. 
Their plans for privateering were laid before 
Captain Taompson and his sailors, and soon 
there was a mutual understanding betwéen 
both parties. In the midst of their convivi- 
ality the Spaniards had the tables tu:ned upon 
them. Captain Thompson and his sailors 
lade @ simultaneous attack upon the six 
outlaws, took their arm@from them and then 
put them in irgns. The prisoners being 
secured and theré being no United States cgn- 
sul nearer than Bluetields, Nicaragua, about 
250 miles distant, Captain Thompson weighed 
anchor and four days afterward turned the 
six outlaws over to the consul at Bluefields. 
When the Maliard left Cape Gracios nothing 
wax known except that the outlaws were 
awaiting trial. Aithougb this is the first in- 
stance known of seizing an American vessel 
on the Nicaraguan coast, it is said that there 
are several bands of eutiaws in that vicinity, 
and Mr. Jex thinks that several similar at- 
tempts will be made to secure vessels for 
piracy. 
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CITING AUTHORITIES. 


The Counsel for Defense tn the Star Reate Cases 
Still Before Court. 

WASHINGTON, August 31.—In the criminal 
court this morning. Mr. Henkle, of counsel 
tor defense, began his argument. Before ad- 
dressing the jury he called the attention of 
the court tothe seheme of indictment. The 
voverment had conceded that the branch of 
conspiracy which, in the indictment, had 
been attribated to Turner. was not sustained 
by the p.oot. He argued that Turner and 
Turner's performance were a necessary 
part of the scheme of indi¢etment, 
and if the case had tailed 
as to him it had failed as toall. This view of 
the case Mr. Henkle presented at great length, 
and numerous citations of authority. Mr. 
Henkle then proceeded to criticize the prac- 
tice of the prosecution in villifying the de- 
fendants, insisting that brave men 
ought never to pursue such a 
course. The only solution for 
this method of proceeding on the part of the 
prosecution was that they had not made out 
their case. They displayed their anger be- 
cause they saw their victims were escaping 
them. Mr. Henkle addressed himself to the 
consideration of the amount and kind of tes- 
timony which, in criminal case, can justify a 
verdict of guilty. Presumption of innocence 
was inade a strong one, and not only must it 
be overcome, but the evidence relied upon 
must be sostrong as to eliminate from the 
minds of the jury any traee of #easonable 
aoubt. Hé expressed the opinion that the 
government had*hopelessly, fatally and finally 
tailed to produce any such evidence... Pend-

WASHINGTON, August 3t.—The annual re- 
port of the signal service bureau of the war 
department now nearly completed. It 
shows the average rainfall to be as follows: 
New England states, 48 inches; Middle At- 
lantic states, 46 inches; South Atlantic states, 
Eastern Gulf states, 59 inches; 
Western Gulf states, 50 inches. The mean 
temperature for the states in question for the 

New England states, 4 
Atlancic 53; South

Western Gulf states, 66. The figures for the 
western states are not yet completed. In 
California it is estimated that every inch of 
rainfall makes a million bushels of wheat. 
Bulletins are now furnished to farmers in 
‘ery large sections of the United States, giv- 
ing predictions on the weather for from 
twelve to forty-eight bours in advance, and 
are proving of great value to the agricultural 
interests. The service in the south has been 
much improved during the past year, and 
will prove of much value to the cotton and 
sugar interests in that section.
